only paid G cents. Assistant Unite! 
States District Attorney Wilkerson at­ 
tempted to introduce In evidence the 
tariff sheet showing an 18-cent rate 
between Chicago and East St. Louis. 
Upon objections being offered by the 
defense, Judge Anderson ruled that 
the tariff could not be presented until 
the government had shown that it was 
the rate published and flied with the 
interstate commerce commission. The 


conn said that this was the vital point 
in the case. The government declared 
that proof of its publication would be 
presented later. 
Opening statements of the case were 
made by Mr. Wilkerson for the gov­ 
ernment and by Attorney John S. 
Miller for the defense. They were 
brief. 
Mr. Miller said that the off! 
dais cf the oil company did not know 
anything about tho 18-cent rate, that 
they simply took advantage of the low­ 
est possible rate by locating a refinery 
at Whiting, Ind.
